2. Claims 9-14, 16-18 and 20-39 allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 20-39, reasons indicated in previous action mailed on 04/07/2005. 

In regard to claims 9-13, the prior art made of record fails to teach or fairly suggest, in 
combination with the other elements of the claims, means (750,752,754,756, 758, pages 9-10 
paragraph [0044]; Fig. 7), for preventing the at least on of said electron beam emitters 
from attempting to write data to one of the data cluster other than the first data cluster 
such that said first data cluster is spaced from others of the data clusters. 

In regard to claim 14,16-18 and 20, the prior art made of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest in combination with the other elements of the claims, preventing the at least one of the 
electron beam emitters from writing data to a third storage area, the first storage area and 
the third storage area having a separation area therebetween, the separation area being 
larger than a space located between the first storage area and the second storage area, 
wherein the first storage area and the second storage area are located in a first data cluster 
and the third storage area is located in a second data cluster.
